Sweet  Briar  days  came  to  an  end  for  President  Barbara  Hill,  who  went  back  to  the  basics  family  life.  Her 
contributions  to  Sweet  Briar  were  far-reaching.  She  paved  the  way  for  Sweet  Briar  to  come  into  the  twenty  first 
century. 

Beginning  her  career  as  a  professor  of  English,  she  worked  to  become  a  Dean,  a  Provost,  and  finally  came 
to  Sweet  Briar  to  serve  as  the  eighth  president  of  the  College.  While  at  Sweet  Briar,  she  "furthered  the  Honors 
Program,  emphasized  and  strengthened  challenging  academics,  and  worked  to  put  us  over  the  top  in  our  capital 
campaign,"  says  Ethel  Ogden  Burwell  '58,  President  of  the  Alumnae  Association.  In  her  six  years  as  president, 
she  also  increased  admissions'  numbers  and  standards  allowing  for  a  higher  quality  Sweet  Briar  graduate. 

Her  dedication  to  SweetBriar  included  her  fundraising  efforts  which  resulted  in  the  raising  of  $38.5 
million  for  the  College.  This  was  the  most  successful  fundraising  campaign  in  Sweet  Briar  history. 

After  her  departure  from  Sweet  Briar,  Barbara  Hill  plans  to  relocate  to  Washington,  D.C.,  and  take  the 
position  of  Senior  Fellow  with  the  American  Council  on  Education. 

"Dr.  Hill  said:  'I  make  this  decision  with  more  than  a  little  regret:  I  have  come  to  love  and  admire  Sweet 
Brair  for  her  mission,  her  capable  students,  her  excellent  faculty  and  her  devoted  alumnae,  and  her  conscientious 
Board  of  Directors.  Besides  helping  the  College's  constituencies  develop  a  pride  in  being  associated  with  Sweet 
Briar,  1  have  thoroughly  enojoyed  the  exciting  challenge  of  leading  the  College  through  a  successful  capital 
campaign.  While  I  look  forward  to  reuniting  my  family  and  exploring  career  options  closer  to  home,  I  will  miss 
the  people  and  the  place  that  is  Sweet  Briar." 

Sweet  Briar  will  miss  President  Hill  and  wish  her  and  her  family  the  best  of  luck  in  her  endeavors.

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SWEEP 


SWEEP  (Sweet  Briar  Enviromental  Project)  was  formed  by  students,  staff,  and  faculty  in  the  fall  of  1988  to  construct  and  main- 
tain a  successful  recycling  and  litter  control  effort  on  campus.  Since  then,  SWEEP  members  have  dedicated  themselves  to 
making  a  significant  difference  in  the  preservation  of  the  Sweet  Briar  enviroment.  It  has  implemented  an  effective  recycling 
project  which  includes  papers,  plastic,  glass,  and  aluminum.
